Israeli and Jordanian frepre- 
sentatives agreed to establish di- 
rect fiela telephone lines _be- 
tween military commanders on 
both sides. Near Gaza, however, 
Israel’s chief truce negotiator, 
Yoseph Tekoah, warned that 
Egypt’s policy may be heading 
toward “ominous confirmation 
that direct contacts between the 
two countries is possible only 
in war or border incidents.” 

Tekoah’s statement was inter 
pretated as a reflection of Is- 
rael’s impatience with the slow 
pace of the talks. It also re- 
flected .a fundamental diver- 
gence in principle over the 
United Nations role in security 
arrangements, 


ISRAEL REPORTEDLY is in- 
sisting on ‘direct cooperation 
with Egypt over problems aris- 
ing in the Gaza strip area, while 
Egypt is insisting on retaining 
the U. N. as an intermediary. 

Tekoah, director of armistice 
affairs in Israel’s foreign minis- 
try, sees this as reflecting 
Egypt’s desire to define the 
U. N. role as “separating rather 
than linking the two parties 
thus portraying the U. N. as a 
symbol of the policy of non- 
co-operation between them.” 

Tekoah insisted that it was 
the “clear intention” of the gen- 
eral armistice agreement of 
1949 and the related Security 
Council resolutions that the 
U. N. Truce Supervision Organ- 
ization was intended as a “bridge 
rather than a barrier.”

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English Jewry 
Facing Extinction, 
Warns Article 


LONDON (JP)—English Jew- 
ry is headed for extinction if 
present birth and death rates 
are maintained for several gen- 
erations. 

During the years 1945-48 the 
birth rate in 36 Jewish commu- 
nities averaged 11.6 per thou- 
sand, The Jewish death rate is 
estimated at 13.2 per thousand, 
in an article, “Demographic and 
Other Statistical Aspects of 
Anglo-Jewry,” appearing in a 
recently published book, “A Méi- 
nority in Britain: Social Studies 
of the Anglo-Jewish Commu- 
nity.” 

Author of the article, Dr. Han- 
nah Neustatter, points out that 
the average size of the Jewish 
family in Britain is 1.4 children, 
while three children in a family 
are considered necessary to keep 
the numbers of a community 
stationary. 

“From this figure,” warns 
Dr. Neustatter, according to The 
JEWISH CHRONICLE of Lon- 
don, “we arrive at a reproduc- 
tion rate of 46 per cent; in other

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Anti-Semitism Aids In Election of Jewish Mayor

CHAPEL HILL, N. C. 


Emanuel Joshua Evans is the mayor of Durham, N. C., the population of which is about 75,000 
and which contains no more than some 100 Jewish families. 
Mayor Evans was elected to his third two-year term in_1955. He had no opposition. This made 
a few disgruntled politicos point out that the job of mayor in a city managerial government—like 


that of Durham’ s—doesn’t amount to much after all. 


the job.” 

Not so. In 1951 Mayor Evans 
was opposed by a popular and 
highly respected judge. In that 
year there were anti-semitic 
notes sounded in two Durham 
‘precincts where anti-Evans par- 
tisans — whom the judge dis- 
avowed — distributed free razor 
blades with the slogan: “Let’s 
cut the Jews off the ticket.” 


MAYOR EVANS CAPTURED 
one of those propagandized pre- 
cincts and made the vote in the 
other so uncomfortably close 
that the incident Was never re- 
peated. More than that, prob- 
ably, was the fact that the white 
and Negro voters of Durham— 
yes, Durham Negroes vote in 
large numbers—would not take 
anti-semitism seriously. In that 
stronghold of the Bible Belt it 
was just as easy for pro-Evans 
people to point out that Jesus 
was a Jew. 

“Anti-semitism in my first 
campaign,” the mayor says, “did 
me as much good as anything 
else in getting me elected.” So, 
probably, did the fact that at 
the time of his election he was 
president of Durham’s Beth-El 
synagogue. 

Affirmative Jewishness, Evans 
firmly believes, has taken on a 
new role in American political 
life. Not that a man’s- being a 
Jew is any great help in win- 
ning elective office; too often, 
the contrary is:true. On the other 
hand, Mayor Evans believes, a 
candidate’s Jewishness is not the 
“handicap” it used to be a gen- 
eration ago. He does not need 
to adduce the cases of Neuberg-

HIS OWN BROTHER-IN-LAW 
has just been elected the mayor 
of Gastonia, N. C., and the chief 
executive bears the distinctive 
name of Leon Schneider. 

Mayor Evans is a latter-day 
example of the institution known 
as the Southern Jewish mayor, 
the South being an area where 
a “respectable” business man, 
whatever his creed, commands 
great respect. Evans is _presi- 
dent of the United Department 
Stores, a chain he “has helped 
develop throughout North Caro- 
lina and southern Virginia. 

And what about the Negroes? 
There are almost 25,000 in Dur- 
ham and there is no doubt they 
look upon Mayor Evans as a 


liberal and they actively support 
him. The mayor believes that 
one minority group has a way 
of understanding another mi- 
nority group, and the Negroes 
silently agree. They understand 
that their Jewish mayor is sym- 
pathetic, probably also on the 
dynamite-laden questien of pub- 
lic school segregation, They have 
therefore refrained from putting 
him on the spot with embarrass- 
ing questions. 


THE MAYOR, an amiable six- 
footer, bears the nickn‘ame 
“Mutt” as a consequence of his 
height. Seems he had a five-foot 
sidekick at Fayetteville (N. C.) 
high school named Morris Les- 
som, and that “Mutt and Jeff” 
was inevitable. The two were 
Mutt and Jeff forwards on the 
basketball team and Mutt and 
Jeff halfbacks on the gridiron. 
“Besides.” the mayor grins, “if 
people didn’t call me Mutt they’d 
have to call me Emanuel.” 

Mayor Evans also is an honor- 
ary mayor of Jerusalem, As a 
long-time Zionist, his zeal on 
behalf of State of Israel Bonds 
was so acknowledged on the oc- 
easion of a recent trip to Israel 
by His Honor and Mrs, Evans. 

The Mayor would do  spec- 
tacularly well in any poll of 
North Carolina’s 8,000-or-so’ 
Jews. The satisfying thing, 
though, is to observe his vote- 
getting power among non-Jews. 
As a 1928 alumnus of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, for 
instance, Mayor Evans was re- 
cently elected a director of the 
General Alumni Association in

THE NORTH CAROLINA 
Municipal League, composed of 
city officials throughout the 
state, has tapped Mayor Evans 
for first vice-president in the 
fall of 1955 and president 
1956. In the business field, he 
is a director of Durham's Fidel- 
ity Bank and the city’s television 
station, WTVD. Within the Jew- 
ish community, he has_ been 
sparkplugging the campaign to 
raise $150,000 for Durham’s new 
Synagogue-Community Center. 
The building is expected to be 
completed in the summer of 
1956, and E. J. Evans is the con- 
gregation’s honorary lifetime 
president.

Now the commentators and 
interpretators can take over, and 
offer their own explanations of 

why the upset occured, and what 
its significance is. We come be- 
fore the public with tarnished 
reputations, and perhaps with 
a spirit of caution derived from 
our recent experiences. Yet it 
is possible, even in the midst 
of the wreckage, to point out 
factors of unmistakable interest. 


WHAT CONFOUNDED all of 
us, it appears, is the fact that 
hundreds of thousands of voters 
—those who entered the country 
in the last five years—were cast- 
ing their votes for the first 
time. They were the great ques- 
tion mark, and we made the 
mistake of believing that the 
pattern of their choices would 
fall roughly along the lines of 
the previous residents of the 
country. Yet it is unmistakably 
true that these people, who still 
;bear the brunt of the difficul- 
ties of life in Israel today, have 
a point of view quite different 
from that of the adjusted, inte- 
| grated settler. 
| A second observation of in- 
| terest is the fact that viewed 
in general the election showed 
a definite trend away from the 
center and toward the extremes. 
The two heaviest losers were 
the General Zionists, who lost 
much of their strength to the 
right-wing Herut, and the So- 
cialist Mapai party, which lost 
ground to the parties on its left, 
though not to the same extent. 
When the voter wishes to ex- 
press a definite opinion, he

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usually seeks out the extremes, 
by way of emphasis, 


AS THE AMERICAN reader 
doubtless knows, the Israel elec- 
tion system provides the voter 
with no opportunity to split his 
ticket, or even to vote for in- 
dividual candidates of his choice. 
A single vote is cast—for the 
entire party slate, for better or 
for worse. Yet in the actual 
campaigning that preceded elec- 
tion day, personalities showed 
themselves. The outstanding 
personality, of course, was Ben 
Gurion, and there are many who 
say that if B. G. had not come 
back out of the desert to head 
the Mapai ticket, that party 
would have done much more 
poorly. It was freely said that 
this was his major motivation 
in breaking his self-imposed 
hermitage. 

The General Zionists, what- 
ever one may say about their 
policies, programs or practices, 
do not possess a single colorful 
or appealing personality. Peretz 
Bernstein, erstwhile minister of 
commerce and industry, is an 
honest, able, hardheaded, indus- 
trious man but with a phleg- 
matic disposition. Neither he, 
nor Israel Rokach, nor any of 
the other General Zionists has 
ever been able to arouse enthu- 
siasm on the part of an admir- 
ing public. This may %e the fate 
of earnest political leaders who 
talk economics, but modern 
democracy still puts a premium 
on personal appeal. Remember 
the Eisenhower-Stevenson cam- 
paign., 

HERUT HAD SUCH a leader. 
Menahem Beigin once again 
demonstrated that he could play 
on the tensions and emotions 
of an audience like a master 
violinist on a Stradivarius. His 
critics may call his perform- 
ances demogagoguery, but the 
fact remains that he could in- 
still enthusiasm and a high de- 
gree of interest, where others 
failed. Besides, he was mystic- 
ally convincing. I am told reli- 
ably of one important Mapai 
leader who out of curiosity at- 
tended a Herut rally. For an 
hour and a half he listened to 
Beigin—and. he confesses that 
he emerged thoroughly con- 
vinced of the supremacy of the 
Herut cause It took him half 
a day thereafter, he says, to re- 
turn to -his normal political 
point of view. 

The Ahdut Ha’avoda party 
also possessed such a personal- 
ity in Yigal Alon, a popular and 
dashing young figure who had 
established his name as a Pal- 
mach commander. 

Israel’s political leaders may 
well be compelled too rethink 
their method of campaigning, 
and to give heed to the human 
and emotional factors which also 
enter into the voter’s decision. 
There was much scorn for Men- 
achem Beigin because he went 
around kissing babies—but his 
system seems to have paid off, 
as many American politicians 
have in their time discovered. 
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It Took Some 


I lived in Jerusalem from 
September 1950 till February 
1951, Between the beginning of 
March and the middle of April 
1952 I commuted between Jeru- 
salem, Tel-Aviv and Haifa. From 
September 1951 till September 
1952 I lived in Haifa. Besides 
that I had visited the country 
previously. 

I met many young people—in 
homes, in offices and, to a large 
extent, in my own work, espe- 
cially in the municipality of 
Haifa. I may not, have met as 
many young people as I would 
have if I myselt were young, 
but I met more of them than any 
Yiddish writer in New York or 
any American member of the 
Zionist Actions Committee. 

And yet, I never ran into a 
Canaanite, I wanted to meet 
them, because I became inter- 
ested in them. I learned of their 
existence from two main 
sources: the tnflattering refer- 
ences and the occasional debate 
by writers of: the older genera- 
tion, and the magazine pub- 
lished by the so-called “Canaan- 
ites” themselves, The sheet was 
called ALEPH and had, besides 
its name in~ modern Hebrew 
script (which is about 2,500 
years old) also the name 
ALEPH in ancient Hebrew- 
Phoenician script (which is much 
older). 


A THIRD, minor. source of 
my information was the occa- 
sional reference in conversation 
to someone in HAOLAM HAZE 
or in HAARETZ as a Canaanite, 
and, still more often, as a ““for- 
mer Canaanite.” Whenever I 
asked a young person whether 
he or she was a Canaanite, the 
answer would be something like 
“Think I’m crazy?” Whenever 
I asked for some Canaanite in 
the flesh, there was difficulty in 
tracking one down. Finally Dora 
Barkai helped me out. 

Dora works in the Technion 
in Haifa (with Carl Alpert, I 
think, but that was before Carl 
arrived) and runs a professional 
typing service on her own, When 
I asked her to have my artitcle 
retyped for the Middle East 
Journal, she discovered in the 
text a reference to the Canaan- 
ites as “brilliant young eccen- 
trics.” (My judgment was based 
on my readings of ALEPH.) 
She told me she knew Aharon 
Amir and his wife and offered 
to bring us together when they 
came to Haifa. So we met. 


IT WAS a pleasant meeting 
and I liked the young people. I 
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To Meet a Canaanite 


by M. Z. FRANK“ 
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liked especially the way they 
spoke and enunciated Hebrew, 
Subsequently I bought a volume 
of Amir’s stories, which I stil] 
have. I liked them too. (Apart 
from writing stories and poems, 
Amir is also a very .good trans. 
lator from English and French.) 
As for his views, well— 


In the course of our conversa. 
tion, Amir remarked about the 
American Council for Judaism 


that he approved of them: “Bet. 
ter for them there,” he said, 
“and better for us here.” 

My answer was: “Wait till 


there is a pogrom somewhere, 
You’ll soon discover that you're 
not only an Israeli, but also a 
Jew.” 

As. a result of Amir’s remark 
about the American Council for 
Judaism, I later predicted in 
these columns that someday the 
Council and the Canaanites 
would get together to do some 
work in Israel. After all, many 
other former anti-Zionists were 
doing work in Israel, while for- 
mer Zionists, or rather Jews 
who are still technically Zionists 
are. doing less and less and are 
moving away from an _ interest 
in Israel. 


‘AAS AN EXAMPLE of the lat 
ter I cited Margoshes. Dr. Mar- 
goshes became very indignant 
and wrote a letter to the editor, 
objecting to my lumping him 
with Berger and Lilienthal. That 
was maybe a year ago. But a 
few weeks ago, Dr. Margoshes 
blossomed forth with a new 
theory in The DAY which. he 
called “Zionist Dialectics.” Ae 
cording to that, the gradual 
evolution in Jewish life led. to 
the assumption of work in Israel 
by the non-Zionists and the as- 
sumption by the Zionist move 
ment of survival work in the 
diaspora. So where do we differ? 

Dr. Margoshes is now engaged 
in a dialectical debate with other 
Zionist dialecticians. Some day, 
when the fog of dialectics or 
ideological theorizing has lifted 
(is it really a fog? Or is it the 
hot steam rising from the siz 
zling fleshpots?) we shall review 
that debate. Meantime, let’s 20 
back to the Canaanites.

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: Our family name is not Jewish 
and not Russian. As a matter of fact I have been un. 
able to locate this name in my social contacts as well as in 
the telephone and city directory of many cities. Naturally, 
this is of great interest to me. We-.come from Russia and I 
@ remember my grandfather whose family lived in Russia in 
the city of Shklov, Mohilever Gubernye. Here my name is 
Zareikin but in Russia we wrote it as follows, Tzareikin.—p, 
ZAREIKIN, Los Angeles. 
ZAREIKEIN is a name of geographical origin. Facing 
Szklow on, the opposite side of the Dnieper river there 
is another Szklow, know as Szklow-Zarzecze (or Zariecze) 
meaning “Szklow Beyond The River.” This other Szklow 
—founded in 1709—gave rise to your family name. They 
omitted the word Szklow from their family name and took 
Zarzecze as the source. In its adjectival form “a man from 
Zarzecze” would be known as “Zarieikin.” Your suggestion 
that the name was originally pronounced “Tsareikin” is in 
error. The name was pronounced in Russia with the same 
initial sound of “Za...” as we pronounce it in English. 
Only the Germans (and the Italians) pronounce “Z” as if 
it were spelled “Tz.” 
* * * 
DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: My father’s father was named 
Nachamus—we always teased him about being related to 
Nokomis, the grandmother of Hiawatha. When he landed in 
the U. S. in 1888 they promptly told him to take the name of 
Cohen, being a Kahan, but this Nachamus has always puzzled 
me.—NELLY E. KAZZE; Palm Springs, California. 
NACHAMUS is a metronymic, a family name derived from 
the name of a matriarch. The matriarch in this case 
bore the Hebrew name of Nechama (The Comforted). She 
must have been the dominating personality in the family, 
or even the bread-giver to impose her name as the family 
appellation. The ordinary spelling of the name should have 
been Nechamas, meaning “the descendants of Nechama.” 
The differing spelling is probably due to a colloquial 
deviation.

disagrees with the actions of a 
paper. You will remember the 
boycott of the New York DAILY 
NEWS by some Jewish adver- 
tisers when that paper made 
anti-semitic innuendoes some 
years ago. 

Therefore the right of the 
reader to cancel his subscription 
(or his advertisement) is the 
only forceful way he can ex- 
press his dissent. 

This seems to us to establish 
that the Rabbinical Alliance has 
a right to take the action it did. 


JUST BY COINCIDENCE, 
J. B. Braver of Memphis, Tenn., 
has sent me a clipping from an 
AngloJewish paper and asks 
whether “your paper would 
print ads from non-kosher res- 
taurants.” 

The answer is, yes. 

We impose only certain lim- 
itations, which do not change 
the . fundamental decision, and 
that is that we won't allow the 
restaurant to advertise pork 
products or forbidden sea foods. 

I remember when a certain 
rabbi pooh-poohed The POST'S 
prohibition against Christmas 
advertising. But times have 
changed, and most Anglo-Jew- 
ish newspapers now reject ad- 
vertising that is based on the 
' Christmas appeal. 


“THE TIME MAY come, and 


no bacon, no lobster, etc. 

This was of course quite an ad- 
vance, and although we pushed 
for complete outlawing of all 
meats and fish that weren’t 
kosher despite the fact that the 
dining room would still not be 
kosher, we were somewhat 
pleased. 

But came the opening of the 
club, and it went the way of 
all weak people and _ things. 
Gracing the menu is lobster and 
ham and anything else I pre- 
sume that good non-Jews con- 
sider delicious. 


BUT THE BLAME lies at the 
feet of the Orthodox. 

No Indianapolis rabbi, no In- 
dianapolis Orthodox Jew has 
protested.

.Tunis and other lands where Jews are 


liable to physical danger are well aware 
of this. 

This is a bonus from the establish. 
ment of Israel which means safety fo, 
many Jewish lives even though the Jews 
who might have been endangered have 
no intention of going to Israel to live.

We had been saving copies of The 
CAROLINA ISRAELITE, that Anglo- 
Jewish publication the like of which 
there is no equal, for an editorial or 
an editor’s chair which would give you 
a comprehensive well-rounded view of 
this maverick publication. 


But the current issue carries so de- 
licious an item (the paper is written in 
entirety by the editor — free-thinking, 
free-swinging, Harry Golden) that we 
can’t resist reprinting it the more so 
since it’s about a theme often mentioned 
here—services during the summer, 


In connection with summer services, 
since we’ve been publishing our annual 
editorial on God taking vacation during 
June, July and August, the whole rab- 
binate, with an exception here and there 
that proves the rule, has arranged serv- 
ices right on through the summer. 


Here is the item from The CAROLINA 
ISRAELITE: 


THE METHODIST GUARDIAN 
OF ISRAEL 


In a small town in the Deep South, 
the Jewish community, about 25 fam- 
ilies, organized a congregation and 
made plans to build a temple. The 
Christians of the town were enthus- 
iastic. In addition, the Methodist min- 
ister offered the use of his church for 
Friday evening Sabbath services until 
the temple was constructed. 

All of this happened last November. 
The Jewish members were grateful 
and began to use the beautiful Method- 
ist church for their Sabbath services. 
One of the laymen, with considerable 
learning, acted as Reader, and once a 
month or so, a visiting Rabbi occupied 
the pulpit. The Methodist minister 
personally appeared every Friday eve- 
ning to open the church, turn on the 
lights and greet each of the Jews with 
“Good Shabos.” 

About the third or fourth Friday 
evening, the Methodist minister took a 
seat in the rear of the church, picked 
up a Jewish prayer book and partici- 
pated in the service. After that he 
may have skipped a week or two, but 
along about January he had become a 
“regular,” and honored guest. 


Well, sir, after about five or six 
weeks of this, the Jewish members be- 
gan to show a little nervousness. Dur- 
ing the week the Methodist would stick 
his head in one of the stores and in 
perfectly good humor call out: “Joe, 
you weren’t at services last Friday.” 
Joe smiled but his heart wasn’t in it. 
Thus, under the “watchful” eye of the 
Methodist minister, the Jewish congre- 


gation achieved 100 per cent attendance, 
but every single Friday. 

“Even when a fellow was out of town 
or actually sick in bed he made sure 
that the Reader made the announce- 
ment from the pulpit. “Joe Land-. 
berg could not attend services tonight 
—he is in New York on a buying trip, 
He’ll be back Tuesday.” And you can 
bet he’ll be there the following Friday 
night—early. : 

But that is not the end of the story. 
As I witnessed the next development. 
I did not know whether to cry or 
laugh: 

Along about April it gets very hot 
in that town. Most of the folks have 
cabins at the beach. The wife and 
children go down early in the week 
and the husband joins them Friday 
afternoon. The temperature begins to 
average 94 degrees in the month of 
May. On Friday nights it is always 
5 degree hotter. What to do? Who 
would tell him? Finally a couple of 
fellows took the bull by the horns. 
“Dr. ————, we have imposed on you 
long enough. We have met in your 
beautiful church for six months now. 
Enough is enough. You have been too 
kind.” 

“But your temple is not yet finished,” 
said the Methodist. But the Jews 
would have none of it. — 

“No, Doctor, until our temple is 
finished we'll meet in our several 
homes.” 

The Methodist appeared to be a bit 
downcast, but everything seemed to be 
all right. On Sunday, the Methodist 
asked his Board of Stewards to remain 
after services for a special meeting. 
He said: “Look, gentlemen, the Jew- 
ish temple is only half finished, but 
the members feel they have imposed 
on us too much. Up till now they have 
been meeting here on my personal in- 
vitation. Let us make it official church 
business. That should make them feel 
better.” 

On the following Wednesday the 
weekly paper carried the good news. 
The Stewards officially offer the use 
of the-church until such time as the 
temple is ready for use. The news, 
of course, came like a bolt out of the 
blue and for the next few days the 25 
Jews kept walking back and forth to 
see what progress was being made on 
the new construction. But they were 
not even working on the roof yet. 

For Rosh Hashana the temple will 
be ready, but nowhere else in the coun- 
try will a congregation match the at- 
tendance record during July and Au- 
gust of this small congregation in the 
Deep South.
